Sex-role stereotypes can make us assume the wrong things about people. Society creates expectations about what is appropriate behavior from men 
and women. As we grow up we get messages tram our family, our peers, and the media about how guys and girts should behave. 

These expectations are called sex-role stereotypes. 

Most ot these attitudes and stereotypes are unconscious. We leam them at such an early age that we are no longer aware of them. Often, we don't 
recognize the ways in which they influence ourvalues and behavior. 

Stereotypes may cause us to ignore our own feelings and wishes. We may act in certain ways because we feel that is how men or women in our cul- 
ture should act, not because we really want to do so. 

Stereotypes also cause us to over-generalize, to make such statements as, "All guys ever think about is sex," or "All girls say ‘no' when they mean 
■yesV 

Stereotypes can be dangerous when they cause us to overlook individual differences. For example, a guy may not heaFno" when a girl says it, if he 
believes strongly thal all girts in our culture say “no" even when they really mean “yes." He may assume she does not mean what she is saying and 
end up forcing himself on an unwilling partner. 

It Is Important In dating situations to pay attention to your own feelings and values and act on them, rather than acting in accordance with a stereotype 
Idea of how guys or girls should behave. It is also important to listen to others and to check out how they really feel. Do not assume that every guy or 
girl fits the social stereotype.
